companying windmill

against the sky, its silo as graceful 
as anything wrought by the ancient 
(Leeks. 
To be most effective, a 
barn must be weathered, have swal­ 
lows darting in and out and exhibit 
the comfortable appearance of al­ 
ways having been on the spot thru 
good years and bad, a barn with a 
past. New England has no monop­ 
oly of such ham s; our community 
has barns surprisingly picturesque 
with histories in many instances 
running back to the opening up of 
this rich country. 
We should be 
glad to see in the windows of the 
Farm Bureau enlarged snaps of the 
more interesting or historically im­ 
portant barns of the neighborhood; 
incidentally we hope some day to 
have a photograph of the old barn 
whose history we have been follow­ 
ing for some tim e with keen inter­ 
est. 
It was built something like 
eighty-five years ago and stood in 
a grove of trees on the outskirts of 
the village; of generous proportions, 
it had deep-bosomed mows and wide 
doors and the magic of a well be­ 
neath its roof.
